MICHAEL SACKS 


There is nothing in this plain homely name to 
conjure back some fleeting tale of heroism or 
forgotten element of history. Michael Sacks 
is not in the ‘‘Who’s Who’’ nor boldly tlashed 
on the front pages of newspapers. <A year ago, 
he was not even known in his home city, Chi- 
cago, for he was just a plain and, if the phrase 
is permissible, a less than ordinary boy.

Michael had togo to work at a tender age 
but the lack of an average education did not 
keep him from thinking. He saw all about him 
men and women planning clubs for city improve- 
ment and he saw boysand girls were left eut 
of their plans. He conceiyed the idea of get- 
ting the boys and girls interested by forming a 


eleam city club of their own. One day about a 


‘year ago, he called at the Chicago board of 
“health and told of his plan. He won the board’s 


endorsement by his enthusiasm and the board 
told him to go ahead and ahead he- went. 

His one aim was’ to get back of a big move- 
ment for a cleaner city and Jiush with all his 
might, and-that’s the reason Michael Sacks, the 
boy with an idea, is winning his way to some- 
thing big by starting a series of Clean City 
Clubs among his city’s boys and girls, 

The plan is a carefully thought out campaign 
of organization and. work. Each boy or girl 
interested in the work must sign an application 
for membership, pledging to abide by the regula- 
tions in the work of making Chicago a cleaner 
city and agreeing to do any work assigned by 
officers of the club. Children from all portions 
of the city may join, after which the members 
are divided into neighborhood clubs of 25 mem- 
hers each to insure a more compact, better work- 
ing organization. Each member wears an attrae- 
tive ‘Clean Chieago Club”’ button and each 
membership must be endorsed by the child’s 
parents. 

Work of the clubs covers condition of streets, 
removal of garbage, ete. When any member 
sces an unclean place, he is expected to notify 
the owner of the property. If the owner e- 
glects to clean up, the chib members report. to 
‘the city health department. All the clubs work 
in elose harmony with the health officials and 
receive all literature specially prepared by the 
department while monthly reports are made to 
the health office by the secretary of each neigh- 
borhood elnb.
